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Editorial Visits. 
OAKLAND. 

The churches of Oakland have all 
been prospering during the year, in- 
creasing in members and in wealth. 
The Congregational church building 
had become too small for the members 
attending, and had to be enlarged, at 
an expense of near four thousand dol- 
lars. Still lacking suitable rooms for 
Sabbath school and conference meet- 
ings, the society put up a fine structure 
adjoining the church, completing it at 
less than ten thousand dollars. Besides 
these and other expenses at home, the 
general benevolent and christian con- 
tributions to purposes abroad from the 
church and society were over fourteen 
hundred dollars. Their excellent pas- 
tor, Rev. George Mooar, is worthily 
esteemed, and is one of the most able 
and spiritual ministers on the coast. 
The Presbyterian church and society, 
enjoying the faithful labors of their able 
and popular pastor, Rev. L. Hamilton, 
have steadily prospered, removing all 
their debt, of some four thousand dol- 
lars, and by a successful financiering 
operation, through individual friends, 
securing a good new site for their church. 
In like manner the Baptist church also 
have purchased a new site for their 
house of worship. The business por- 
tions of the city is extending so as to 
approach their present situation. Their 
pastor, Rev. Mr. Martin is one of the 
leading ministers of the denomination in 
the State. The Methodist society was for 
many years quite limited in numbers, 
but under its present popular pastor, 
Rey. Mr. Walker, it has, during the last 
two years, been steadily advancing in 
efficiency and influence. The Episco- 
palians appear to have made no especial 
change during the year, but under their 
excellent rector, Rev. Mr. Ackerly, are 
steadily prospering. If their arrange- 
ments were such that they could con- 
sistently unite with other denominations, 
during times of more general religious 
interest, we should suppose such sea- 
sons of spiritual awakening as Oakland 
enjoyed during the visit of Rev. Mr. 
Farl, would be of great advantage to 
them as well as to others. Still all peo- 
ple have a right to their own views and 
measures, according to their own judg- 
ment, provided they do not interfere 
with others. This world seems designed 
to be one of every variety of experiment; 
that the tendency of things, small or 
great, as good or the opposite, may be 
shown to all intelligent beings, for the 
good of countless worlds through all 
ages of eternity. Thus every one has 
aright to carry out his qwn views and 
perfect his own experiment. Over a 
mile from the locality of these churches, 
at ‘The Point,” a flourishing Sabbath 
school has been in operation for about 
a year, conducted by friends from the 
Congregational church and others in 
the neighborhood. Also, in the course 
of a few months from the commence- 
ment of the school, the people united 
in engaging Rev. Prof. Kellogg, from 
the College, to preach once each Sab- 
bath in the same house with the school. 
A good congregation has uniformly at- 
tended. 

Besides these religious. enterprises, 
the colored people in the city, of whom 
there are not many, have a place of 
Worship and a church organization, as to 
which we are not more fully informed. 

A mile and a half south of Oakland, 
and connected with it almost as one city, 
is Brooklyn. It is a pleasant and grow- 
lng town, though not yet partaking very 
fully of the Oakland speculating ex- 
citement. It las three churches, of 
which the Presbyterian, under Rev. Mr. 
Pierson, is much the largest and most 
influential. Their pastor has been with 
them from their first organization, some 
eight or nine years, and is spoken of 
with warm appreciation by the people 
'n general. The Baptists and Episcopa- 
lians have both moderate church build- 
ings,and are evidently to have perma- 
hent organizations. There are no oth- 
ers. 

Two miles and a half further, around 
& jutting branch of the bay, is a locality 
much resembling Oakland, in its being 
‘overed with splendid lve-oak trees, 
and ohe which commenced in early days

Through the whole region from Ala- 
meda, east to the mountains, north by 
Brooklyn, back of Oakland, and by the 
last city five or six miles, the excitement 
of land speculation and city building 
has been very active the last year, and 
the more so the nearer one has been to 
Oakland. There is abyndance of room 
here for a city of a million and a half of 
inhabitants, whenever so many inhab- 
itants shall want it, and it may be they 
will some day, but that day seems to us 


Our Chicago Letter. 


Cuicaco, February 10, 1868. 
THREE MILLIONS. 


How three millions went up in three 
hours, turning night into gorgeous day, 
you have heard already. Itis almost 
two weeks since those hours elapsed— 
since the millions were translated. 

The shock was severe. We had lost 
Farwell Hall, our pride, and the new 
clock factory with its sixteen thousand 
finished clocks, and two or three hun- 
dred thousand dollars’ worth of lesser 
losses were fastened to these, as pend- 
ants to ear-rings; nor had we half re- 
covered equanimity and courage, when, 
as if by a bolt from angry heaven, a 
judgment befel us, in whose presence 
all that had preceded were but as pain- 
fuldreams. The first cry of alarm upon 
the street passed from mouth to mouth 
leaving a barb in every tongue, and a 
wound in every ear, for the words were 
**§. C. Griggs & Co., total loss!” Not 
another store in the city was so nearly a 
public institution, so thoroughly a com- 
mon pride. There were spread open 
the rarest and richest trophies of book 
work to be found in the world. Every 
European capital had contributed its 
quotatothe grand collection. Volumes, 
of which each cost the price of an ordi- 
nary library, were piled in tiers, until 
the counters groaned; and these were 
only the garnishings of the great sta- 
ples, the dessert of a substantial feast. 
In half an hour a ship load of books 
were gone, sailing the blue depths of 
heaven. A sad-hearted little boy asked 
doubtingly, ‘‘Ma, will the angels get 
’em?” But the boy’s father was less 
concerned in behalf of celestial libraries, 
and grieved as sorely over the three 
thousand dollars’ worth of drugs, going 
upward across the streets, as over the 
splendid volumes charring nearer. The 
arithmetical statement of the case was 
the one of ultimate interest, and with 
that I began. It will cost three millions 
to replace what thé fire-fiend wasted in 
three hours. About a milion and’a half 
of this is provided by insurance and 
other special resources. The other mil- 
lion and a half must come from past 
savings and future earnings. At pres- 
ent we are barely beginning to recover 
our poise. The very next night after 
the great fire, five alarms were rung in 
three hours; thirty thousand dollars’ 
worth of dwellings were destroyed, and 
twelve families were turned homeless 
into the very bitterest cold of the cruel 
week; one woman perished in the flames. 
Two days later, two fires were discover- 
ed, barely in season to be put out, in 
business blocks as valuable and as in- 


flammable as any in the city. A gene-

ral panic seized the insurance companies 
and a general terror fell on the insured. 
If the whole city should burn up, and 
all the insurance should prove worth- 
less, what would everybody in the 
world do about it? In this somewhat 
sweeping style of foreboding, men usu- 
ally self-controlled, began to think and 
almost as wildly to talk. As no other 
great fire has happened for ten days, 
and as a very large proportion of msur- 
ance due has already been paid over 
without embarrassment or delay, the 
public pulse beats more regularly, and 
the public hope begins to revive. Per- 
haps everything won’t happen to every- 
body right away, after all. The Board 
of Underwriters alone have fastened 
themselves to a mistake. They made 
haste to meet and raise all kinds of rates 
twenty-five per cent. Already they are 
sorry, but it is difficult to retrace the 
step. They are holding a series of dis- 
agreeable sessions, and the newspapers 
are using the utmost frankness, as usual. 
In grateful contrast to this weak greed- 
iness, is a letter, which some of your 
readers may have seen already, but 
which is worth printing twice, and 
worth twice reading:

Moore & Co., Insurance Agents: 

We are happy to inform you that, al- 
though the terrible conflagration which 
swept over our part of the city last night 
placed our property in imminent dan- 
ger, our losses are of a trivial nature, as 
compared with those of many others, 
and of the insurance companies. $40,- 
000 would probably cover our losses on 
stock of merchandise, the damage aris- 
ing from water and tumbling about of 
goods, together with the loss incurred 


on blankets destroyed in preserving our 


roof, cornices and windows from the de- 
stroying element. Deeply sympathizing 
with others in their great losses, and 
grateful for our providential escape, we 
have decided to make no claim on the 
insurance companies for our loss on 
stock. They have suffered enough, and 
we trust that the losses falling on them 
will be so divided as'not to injure any 
one of the companies interested.

Much uneasiness is felt in commercial 
circles concerning the failure of the 
Merchants’ Union Express Company, 
and the regret is the deeper in view of 
the supposed fact that the failure is 
wholly ignoble. It is believed that the 
‘‘ arrangement,” so vaguely defined and 
so guardedly explained, is but another 
instance of selling out to a monopoly. 
A large number of our best business 
men here were stockholders, and had 
sacrificed ordinary considerations to 
maintain a struggle which, if won, was 
to bring them, as they supposed, a per- 
manent victory worth buying, as they 
supposed, even at great cost. The vic- 
tory was won, and in an instant vanish- 
ed. The people’s company distanced 
competitors, and then turning leisurely 
backward, joined hands with them.

Letter from Oregon. 


Portianp, February 22, 1868. 

Eprrors Paciric: The ice embargo in 
the Columbia River delayed our paper. 
mails several weeks. This has occufred 
three or four times during the last 
twenty years of my residence in Oregon. 
What its effect may be upon business 
marts we know not. At present it stim- 
ulates railroad interests, and it will pro- 
bably hasten our connection with the 
Union Pacific Railroad in the Humboldt 
basin. This route commends itself to 
Oregonians, Californians and Nevadans, 
with equal force; and we trust it will, 
through their united efforts, gain na- 
tional favor. Other more northern 
routes are, perhaps, equally important, 
but they cannot so soon become availa- 
ble, or remunerative. A line through 
the Willamette Valley to the Union Pa- 
cific, would doubtless pay as it progress- 
es, and never fail. Its freedom from 


- competition for some years, would in- 


— 


sure this result, and the increase of pop- 
ulation and products would counterbal- 
ance the losses from any competition 
that might arise. Just now two routes 
are proposed through our valley—one 
on each side of the Willamette. Both 
are needed. Their junction at or near 
Eugene City would, of course, increase 
the value of the line, connecting with 
the Union Pacific. — 

Our stock-raisers have ,in several cases, 
been found unprepared for the hard 
winter, and consequently have suffered 
heavy losses. When will the husband- 
man become an economist of God’s gifts? 
Our autumn fields were prolific of food 
for man and beast, but while the wheat 
was garnered, the straw was condemn- 
ed, and the poor animals have been left 
todie. Some men are provident; others 
exhaust the-soil, and waste what ought 
to enrich it. Hf such habits continue, it 
will be a blessing to use headers instead 
of reapers, so that the stubble shall ne- 
cessarily go back under its own sod, and 
the soil be transmitted to posterity, 
with some of its native strength. 

Our educational affairs have hot suf- 
fered from the cold. The interest in 
schools and the zeal for study increases 
annually. Our corporate schools are 
well sustained, and our public schools 


extend with the settlements, and im- 


families. It is a cheering sight to wit- 
ness in the white school house at the 
eross-roads, and even in the log build- 
ing among the trees, the same courses 
of study and the same intelligence and 
hopefulness of pupils, that you find in 
the great cities and thriving towns of 
the older states. Such is the fact. The 
free school is American, and it is thi- 
quitous in our country. It makes us a 
homogeneous people, in spite of all op- 
posing theories, or the counteracting in- 
fluences of heterogeneous immigration. 
It makes our language speedily univer- 
sal, our habits of thought common to 
others also, and our knowledge and 
our privileges the inheritance of all who 
choose to accept them. Jew and Gen- 
tile, German and Puritan, Scotch and 
Celt, Briton and Frank, meet in the 
school-room, and harmonize without 
question into one nationality. 

Of more importance to the christian, 
the philanthropist, and the statesman, 
is the religious welfare of the people, 
as the motive power is of more value 
than the machinery. Right religious 
thought and affection are the stimulus 
of all man’s noblest and purest enter- 
prises. He, therefore, who feeds and 
purifies this fountain, sends forth the 
most life-giving and perennial streams 
of prosperity. Every glance at Europe, 
and every page of history, as it unrolls 
its thick-set pages, reveals the supreme 
worth of christian principle and devo- 
tion in the beginning of a nation’s ca- 
reer. I have just been reading Mr. 
Forney’s graphic letters from Europe, 
written during his visit last year, and 
have felt anew the mighty power of the 
principles and piety of our fathers. May 
their sons prove, in no respect, recreant 
to such lessons and examples. 

We rejoice that the various branches 
of our Lord’s church have zealous and 
intelligent laborers in Oregon, and that 
harmony prevails, and a spirit of co-op- 
eration, in efforts of reform, and in dis- 
seminating the word of God. The 
nearer we are to Jesus in sympathy and 
love, the nearer do we come to each 
other. Itis cheering to believe that, 
whatever differences may have existed, 
or that may now exist, among christians, 
will be lost at length in the refluent 
waves of gospel light and love. The 
time hastens, in which God’s people will 
see eye to eye.

Christian Work in Other Lands. 


ENGLAND. 
The ‘‘ Report of the Female Mission 
to Fallen Women, for 1867,” shows an 
encouraging state of things. This ‘mis- 
sion is connected with the ‘‘Reformatory 
and Refuge Union,” and employs only 
women as missionaries. Since the 
founding of the mission, in 1849, they 
have dealt with nearly 2,000 cases. Of 
these 1,324 have been placed in homes, 
226 in service, 127 restored to friends, 
72 placed in hospital, 21 married, 2 
died, 57 left of their own accord, and 20 
received temporary aid. The average 
cost for each has been about $200. 
About 70 per cent. of these persons are 
domestic servants. : 

SCOTLAND. 

A pamphlet of forty pages has been 
issued by those in the Free Church, op- 
posed to the proposed union of the non- 
endowed Presbyterian ch es of Scot- 
land and England, which is designed to 
explain and vindicate their course.

IRELAND. 

The Commissioners of National Edu- 
cation report a decrease @f 11,000 chil- 
dren in attendance upén the schools, 
which they charge upon emigration. 
Ignorance, on the whole, is acknowl- 
edged to be on the increase. By late 
revisions, the school books have become 
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more, positively Romish. The religious 
proportion of children at the schools is 
171,000 Protestant. to 738,000 Catholic. 
_ Father Hyacinthe draws an audience 
of 3,000 at Notre Dame. He presses 
upon his hearers the study of the Bible, 
and extend the right hand of fellowship 
to Protestant christians, both nations 
and individuals.

‘The qualification for win- 
ning souls to Jesus is the same now as 
in the days of the Apostles. ‘‘Tarry ye 
in the city of Jerusalem until ye be en- 
dued with power from on high.” This 
is the grand qualification. This was the 
qualification in the past; this is the 
qualification for the present age, and it 
will be hereafter, until the Judge shall 
appear in the clouds of heaven. Let 
each one ask himself: Have I been en- 
dued with this power from on high? 
Have I been anointed by the Holy 
Ghost? Have I received the baptism 
of fire? Every minister of the Gospel 
ought to be anointed for his work. God 
is no respecter of persons. He is more 
willing to give the Holy Spirit than we 
are to ask. If we have not received the 
divine unction,; it is not likely that we 
shall be very successful in winning 
souls. A man may be versed in the 
learning of the schools; he may possess 
a clear, logical mind; and his words 
may flow like a silvery stream from his 
lips—yet, if destitute of the spiritual 
qualification, he is but ‘‘as sounding 
brass, or a tinkling cymbal.” It grieves 
us to think that we, on this coast, where 
there are so many ministers, have to 
gend East for evangelists. It is a sad 
feature. If all the ministers in our 
state were called of God, qualified of 
God, and filled with the Holy Ghost, 
there would be no need of sending East 
for revivalists, or of inviting pastors 
from other churches. 'The work would 
flourish, and souls would be converted 
daily, as in primitive times. It is sad 
to think that some ministers may have 
labored in this state for years without a 
single conversion. Where is the fault? 
Have we reason to believe that they 
have been qualified by the Holy Spirit 
fortheir work? ‘‘ He that winneth souls 
is wise.” He is wise in the sight of 
God. If we fail to lead souls to Jesus, 
we are not wise in a spiritual sense. If 
souls are not converted through our in- 
strumentality, we may exclaim, in the 
language of ancient prophecy, ‘‘ I have 
labored in vain, I have spent my strength 
for nought, and in vain.” 

Has the

The Minister’s Inner Life.

not be likely to awaken the consciences 
of others, or lead them to flee from the 
wrath which is to come. If his own 
soul leans not on Christ, if his own heart 
is not touched and melted by our Say- 
iour’s love and the completeness of re- 
demption, he will be likely to lead oth- 
ers to experiences better than his own. 
It is most especially true in religion, 
that heart speaks to heart, and. eyen 
where the want of a divine unction on 
the part of the minister is not so dis- 
tinctly apprehended by the hearer as to 


the soul’s ruin, he will : 


pulses of a zeal which will give to his 
ministry vigor and power. But the 
minister isa mortal man only. His study 
of the Scriptures may degenerate to 
professional habit, prayer and eres 
may become but routine, wat spiritu 
life may die out even at the altar where 
it should be enkindled anew with every 
day. The holiest aud best have felt 
temptations in these directions, and 
over the weakness of multitudes the ad- 
vesary has triumphed. The New Testa- 
ment has no more serious and earnest 
admonitions than those which warn the 
ministers of Christ of these perils to 
their own souls and to their ministry. 
We have been impelled to these re- 
marks by the conviction that ministerial 
piety is less a prevailing topic in relig- 
ious intercourse and instruction than it 
should be, and less, perhaps, than it 
was in a period of less worldly prosperity 
among Christian people. e drift of 
the church in the direction of worldli- 
ness nobody doubts, and that drift is 
not to be resisted by a ministry who are 
already its victims. The most effective 
instrument in the re-spiritualizing of the 
church will be found in ministers them- 
selves re-spiritualized. A higher piety 
in them, giving its own tone to their 
preaching, and to their pastoral labors, 
will tend to raise the church to that 
better height. There will be godly 
souls to respond, and the number of 
such will increase in rapid ratios. We 


can be more effective for a divine life.— 
Examiner and Chronicle. 


Assailed Christianity. 


‘*Skepticism, like some rebel army, 
has often had its transient jubilee, and 
made its short-lived panic. But ste 
by step it has abandoned stronghold af- 
ter stronghold, and seems now to be 
looking more and more diligently for 
the ‘last ditch.’ It stands confessing 
our main facts, or denying them by 
principles that are suicidal. The men 
that push these marauding e itions 
stand out but as a fraction and a faction 
in the world of criticism, whose own 
reciprocally often wash 
eir hands of the folly. Strauss hacks 
away at Paulus and some better men; 
Baur makes Strauss wince; Renan strides 
over both; Schenkel hints at their dis- 
paragement of evidence; and Schenkel’s 
admiring translator spends his chief 
strength in disputing his inferences and 
denying his statements. 
** The general complex of events that 
constitute the origin of christianity, as 
a mere historic question, is no more to 
be doubted than the existence of the old 
Roman empire. Nay, the marks to-day 
are broader and deeper beyond compar- 
ison. The Lapidarean gallery shows 
the rude. memorials of the persecuted, 
side by side with the monuments of Ro- 
man pride and luxury. The churches 
of Helena have survived the palaces of 
Constantine. The New Testament lies 
embalmed in a thousand ancient manu- 
scripts; each classic writer in ten or 
twenty. A christian literature sprang 
up at once, and spread onward, vast, 
ever-growing, and all-absorbing. Un- 
der and around it a christian life, broad- 
er and deeper, steadily moved on. The 
young giant force in three centuries 
strode over empire and emperor; mas- 
tered the northern hordes; w strong 
while the empire shrivelled and died; 
moulded those fierce hordes to clemency 
and culture, till now in regions, not 
where Roman fortress, or wall, or road, 
or theatre no longer can be traced except 
in ruins, but where the Roman helmet 
never glistened for an hour, thousands 
of spires are pointing to the risen Christ, 
and millions of loving hearts, in death- 
less sacraments, commemorate the grand 
event of history. Let Trajan, Adrian, 
Aurelian, Antonine, Augustus, and the 
long string of names that once sounded 
through the world, and are now dead 
names, be proved myths and sagas at 
our pleasure. But it is idle to contend 
against the existence or the superhu- 
man of the influences that have 
transformed humanity and revolution- 
ized human history. e business world 
to-day on every bill, and bond, and 
note, and invoice, and check, inscribes 
the date of Christ’s birth; and skepti- 
cism, after the lapse of eighteen hun- 
dred years, is compelled to write and 
re-write octavo lives of Jesus. 

‘Even the minor’ difficulties of the 
gospel are steadily diminishing. Smith's 
investigation of Paul’s voyage and ship- 
wreck has added singular confirmation 
to the minute correctness of the Acts. 
The old stumbling-block of Cyrenius 
and the taxing has disappeared before 
the inquiries of Zumpt.

of religious commotion, with its strifes 
and heresies, its learned infidelities and 
scientific atheisms, like Peter on the 
Sea of Galilee, and the enemy’s loud 
shout comes round us like the ‘ boister- 
ous winds,’ We are tempted to feel, 
surely never was the church so tossed 
and threatened, so beleagured and en- 
dangered. But we may spare our so- 
licitudes. There were worse scandals 
the churches Paul 
ere were stranger heresies in the post- 
apostolic times. The attack has oon 
sorer when the defences have been 
weaker. There were times when giants 
Pope and Pagan wielded the sword as 
well as the tongue. It has long ceased 
to be a time of Elijah in the wilderness, 
or Athanasius against the world. And 
these predictions of speedy overthrow 
have a very ancient sound. Fifteen 
hundred years ago, in Augustine’s day, 
the enemies set the very time for the 
church to expire. She has been slow of 
dying. Paine whimpered, ‘Should the 
Bible and the New Testament hereafter 
fall, it is not I that have been the occa- 
sion.’ He was sees that great grief. 
Strauss spoke of the life of Jesus as 
‘critically destroyed;’ and Parker vow- 
ed that ‘this New England orthodoxy’ 
should ‘come to the ground.’ But alas 
for the days of miracle and prophecy. 
Strauss drove the sharp wedge that *p it 
Hegelianism in twain; and Parker but 
dropped a rough stone on the clay toes 
f that Nebuchadnezzar’s image called 
‘ Liberal Christianity.’ And when the 
valorous North American recently an- 
nounced that ‘ the churches are failing,’ 
it doubtless dreamed of the closing of 
the Music Hall and the ceasing of those 
prayers to the ‘infinite mother.” And 
now that in the neighboring capital of 
literature and of liberalism the lance is 
exchanged for the lancet, the too fervid 
arguments of departed Doctors of Di- 
vinity for the icy sneers of lively Doc- 
tors of Medicine disguised as Guardian 
Angels of hazardous maidens; we re- 
member how the boasts of the rebel 
capital too were never louder than just 
before her great leader adorned himself 
with female attire. 

**Fully recognize the fact of a wide- 
spread scepticism, bold, clamorous, ag- 
gressive, and boastful. But though 
their shout fills the heavens, be sure 
that the heavens are not falling. Know 
that the chief dangers of the church are 
always from within; and even here she 
has the promise of His presence. Cling 
to the Word. Those ancient psalms 
that have uttered the praises of three 
thousand years contain some germ of 
eternity. Those deep sayings that have 
spoken rest, holiness, and life to myri- 
ads of souls unto this present hour, are 
brimfull of blessing still. The Holy 
Spirit is not yet obsolete; and the living 
Christ can maintain the cause of the 
dying Christ. You have but to press 
home those pungent truths with the pa- 
tience of hope, the labor of love, and 
the prayer of faith; and you may even 
despise every assault from without, as 


teen hundred years has laughed at them, 
and had them in derision. You may 
point to him that once hung upon the 
cross, and say: O Celsus and Julian, O 
Voltaire, Paine, and Parker, Strauss, 
Baur, and Schenkel, sexotp your Mas- 
reR.”—Bib. Sacra.

By Pro- 
fessor A. J.Schem. New York: F. Gerhard, 
15 Dey street. 

The object of this publication is to 
present ministers and laymen with a 
brief compendium of the most impor- 
tant information concerning the history 
of the religious denominations of the 
world during the past year. It gives 
an account of prominent meetings, of 
the operations of prominent societies, 
and of other prominent events and 
questions of the year. In a special de- 
partment, headed Denominational Rec- 
ord, it briefiy reviews the history of most 
denominations of America and Europe. 
In the statistical department it presents 
tables exhibiting the ecclesiastical sta- 
tistics of America, Europe, Asia, Af- 
rica, and Australasia, and the statistics 
of: all the important branches of the 
christian church. It will thus be seen 
that this Almanac contains a vast amount 
of information, thatis needed, in a small 
compass, and has merits. Still it is not 
what we had hoped for. It is poorly 
gotten up, and has a cheap look. The 
paper and typography are bad. The in- 
termingled advertisements are also in 
wretched taste, and the whole thing 
comes far short of that which might 
satisfy, please and interest every pos- 
sessor.

It is not made half so interest- 
ing by those who do attend, as it ought 
tobe. And the cause is not half so 
dear to those who are the most interest- 
ed in it as it ought to be. The field is 
the world. By the shrinkage of discov- 
ery and progress, the world has come to 
be a very small world. No land is a 
long way off in time. All great nations 
are accessible. All the centers of power 
on the globe await the coming of chris- 
tians to possess them. Some of uscan re- 
member when missions to Oregon were 
considered as foreign rather than do- 
mestic missions. Now Sitka, Kodiak, 
and Oalaska are within the province of 
home missionary societies, and north 
China is. but fifty days from Boston. 
That field used to be the most remote 
fromhome. As the nations come nearer 
to us in time, travel, and intercourse, 
they should come nearer in things mo- 
ral and spiritual. The brotherhood of 
man’ should seem warmer and more 
real. No people should appear to us 
alien and strange. We should cultivate 
those intimacies with other countries 
and people which make them seem like 
our own, and as if we might make homes 
among them. As we come to know 
them better, how much more wisely can 
we labor for them, aie much more fer- 
vently pray.

Rome. — We see it stated, in some 
Eastern paper, that the Rev. Mr. Lyman 
is in the older states of the Union, en- 
deavoring to raise money for the erec- 
tion of a church edifice, outside of the 
walls, at Rome. If this Mr. Lyman is 
in the interest of the little, illiberal, 
high-church, ritualistic, Puseyite affair 
that has of late been maintained at 
Rome, as an American chapel, he ought 
not to get any money. It were almost 
as well to have no chapel at Rome, as to 
have such a one, for Americans. If 
this man represents any generous and 
evangelical movement, we wish him 
success in raising money; but not: to 
build outside of the gates of Rome. 
Never that humiliation. When Anieri- 
cans can build in Rome, we shall favor 
a building, but not tillthen. The pa- 
pal intolerance is a shame and disgrace 
to the century. It is an affront to Am- 
erica. Itis asin against religion. It 
isan abomination to God. We wish no 
American to yield to ita moment. Our 
government is at fault in appointing a 
minister to Rome, and so recognizing 
that shorn temporal power as a govern- 
ment. It might as well send a minister 
resident to Abyssinia. He has nothing 
to do but filch ‘‘ pauls” from the pock- 
ets of travelers. He is usually a decayed 
politician, and of no use anywhere. A 
consular agent alone is needed at Rome. 
Everything else should be abolished. Let 
the Americans meet for worship where- 
ever they can, a few months, or years. 
Rome will belong to Italy soon. Amer- 
icans will build, or buy, a church in 
Rome one of these days. ‘Till then, no 
money for a chapel—no, not a dime. 
Down with papal exclusiveness. 


InpustriAL Scuooi.—This institution 
is again in the newspapers. The grand 
jury has just visited it, and is not pleas- 
ed with the management of it. The 
chief matter of complaint concerns the 
administration of discipline. All the 
other defects are few and easily remed- 
ied. This trouble is a difficult one. 
There are two general methods of deal- 
ing with refractory persons in prisons, 
penitentiaries, and houses of correction. 
The quarrel has been long between 
them. ‘ Each has its partisans. Each’ 
has been tried. Each has had its suc- 
cesses and its failures. Up to a certain 
limit, thé one sicceeds just as well as 
the other. That is to say, whether the 
system of management be that of suasion 
or force, reason or repression, nineteen- 
twentieths of all the inmates of these 
institutions for correction can be gov- 
erned without difficulty. But, what to 
do with the twentieth person, that is 
the puzzle. He is an impracticable; he 
will sulk, will shirk, will not work, will 
not obey orders, will be obstinate, will 
be impudent, will be insulting, will be 
menacing, will be destructive, will be 
dangerous, will be wicked; maliciously; 
and will study to be as much a nuisance 
as his sharpened wits can make him. 
Our early preferences were for the mild 
system. Our limited observation has 
led us to think that every manager suc- 


of but two men, as kéepers, who did 
not have to resort to some force to sub- 
due-some individuals. In every large 
prison there will be afew who will be 


‘| subdued by nothing but physical tor- 


ture, sometimes even frightful, But, 
among the young, in schools of correc- 
tion, it is a great mistake to resort to the 
system of repression and force, as a 
rule. And we hope that the dark cells 
will be left empty at our Industrial 
School, and that. gentleness will there 
do its perfect work. = 


Rosrrscneck.—We refrained from any 
comments upon the case of this person, 
at the time of the Coroner’s inquest, 
when he'was so prominent a fwitness. 
The city had its usual short-lived ex- 
citement over the sudden death of Eis- 
ner, and then he was nearly forgotten. 
Mr. Robitscheck was arrested on ‘the 
charge of having killed Eisner, and was 
subsequently admitted to bail. Last 
week his case came before the Grand 
Jury, and that body failed to indict him. 
There is, therefore, no legal proof of 
any crime on his part. By this course 
of events, however, the mystery that 
hangs about the death of Eisner is not 
removed. No reason for his committing 
suicide, no motive for it, no preparation 
for it, has been shown. That he should 
have done it then and there is a thing 
wholly unaccountable. Besides, to have 
done it, as he is supposed to have done 
it, was a very difficult feat to accom-- 
plish. The attempt could not have suc- 
ceeded in more than once instance in 
ten. It was next to impossible for a 
man to shoot himself with a pistol, and 
hold it so far away from his head as to 
leave his skin almost free from discolor- 
ation, after the discharge. It is barely 
possible that Eisner committed suicide. 
The probability that he did so is ex- 
ceedingly small. If he did not shoot 
himself, who did it? No one answers. 
The Courts declare that they have not 
sufficient evidence that Robitscheck did 
it. There is no evidence against any 
other person, and no suspicion rests 


against any other person. For the pres- 


ent it is a case of mystery. It is an 
illustration of the imperfection of human 
laws and human knowledge. But the 
truth will come out in due time. Some 
few little circumstances, by and by, aiid 
reveal it all. 


Church Pillars. 


‘*Wisdom has hewn out her seven pillars.” 
A glance at the churches in our new 
states, will show that a vital want with 
many of them, is a want of pillars. 
They present the appalling spectacle of 
a huge body resting (?) on very slight 
supports. You feel, at once, the im- 
pulse to offer your shoulder for a lift, 
but, on second thought, are kept back 
by a fear of being ignominiously crush- 
ed. Very few people can be found who 
are willing to trust themselves in such a 
church, and much fewer who will trust 
themselves under it. Woe to the 
pastor of such a church, who has 
not a back like a ‘“‘weaver’s beam!” 
Woe to the deacons who are not as 
tough and invincible as ‘‘oaks of Ba- 
shan.” The first business of a church, 
if it has not sufficient pillars, should be 
to make them. Shore up the temple, 
brethren, before you put on the.spire, 
and the gilding, and get in the organ, 
and the fine preacher, and call to your 
spiritual symposium the dear souls for 
whose safety you are responsible. 
A pillar has a work to do. It passes 
merely for a stick, if it has nothing to 
support. We would not wish to say 
that a great many of our church mem- 
bers are simply so many sticks, but we 
may say, putting it modestly, that there 
are very few of them pillars. The 
church rests upon its pillars firmly, 
evenly, without nervousness, and with- 
out suspicion. They have their place, 
and they keep it. You never see ithe 
anomaly of a church pillar habitually 


‘supporting one church Sabbath morn- 


ing, and some other church Sabbath 
evening. You do not find a pillar whif- 
fed over by any little breeze that may 
arise in achurch. It has too much to 
do. You do not find a genuine church. 


| pillar leaning upon other church pillars 


and refusing to bear its burden, unless 
other pillars bear theirs.” On the con-' 
trary, from the very fact that others do 
so little, they brace the harder. 

It does net make so much difference 
what a true pillar supports. It will 
work fora thin house just as faithfully. 
as for'a full house; on rainy days as on 
sunny days; in time of spiritual drought 
asin time of spiritual refreshing. It 
stands immovable, though the building 
may crumble and decay about it. Like 
the pillars that alofie survive the ruins 
of ancient Grecian temples, they are a 
beauty and glory in themselves, worthy 


of our highest admiration.

They only seem to be 
pillars, without beingsuch. They are not 
often genuine cedars of Lebanon. ° It 
will be found safer, and less expen- 
sive, in the end, to build the church on 
dutifulness, humility, love to the Sayior 
and to the cause; in short, to build on 
those who build on Christ and his truth.

FEBRUARY 25—Senate. During the 
past week the Legislature has partaken 
of the Eastern excitement, and one part 
has expressed sentiments much too sym- 
pathetic with the ‘‘ lost cause” to meet 
the approval of Union-loving citizens. 
The resolutions introduced by Mr, Shaw 
characterized the action of Congress as 
revolutionary. He hoped that all might 
come to the rescue of our beloved coun- 
try, (meaning Johnson) which was never 
so much imperilled as now (still meaning 
Johnson). Referred to the committee 
on Federal Relations. In Louis Na-

The State Prison 
Committee favors the bill for a library 
for the State convicts, Another bill 
was introduced for the reduction and 
regulation of fares and freights on the 
Central Pacific Railroad. The Sacra- 
mento Union appears almost daily with 
editorials adverse to the present rates. 
But they are such in style»as to excite 
suspicion regarding motives. The reso- 
lution asking Congress to aid the East- 
ern division of the Union Pacific Rail- 
road, and any connecting road on the 
Pacific side, was adopted. Bill relating: 
to planting shade trees was recommitted. 

Assembly. The bill for the abolition 
of the death penalty was rejected by 
forty-three to twenty-seven. Mr. West- 
moreland stated that he voted for the 
Ellis-Johnson resolutions for the pur- 
pose of giving notice to reconsider. 
That notice he would not now press, 
but he would not have it believed that 
he could sustain the course of that cor- 
rupt despot who was acting as President. 
of the United States. . 

‘Fes. 27—Senate. It is encouraging 
to find amidst a swarm of special bills 
one which intends a permanent benefit 
tothe State, namely, Mr. Tweed’s bill 
to encourage the development of iron 
mines. Resolutions were introduced

For the latter they should do 
all that was possible for their reform, 
and regular christian services every Sab- 
bath would contribute greatly to that 
end. He cared not what sect the chap- 
lain might be of, if he were a true min- 
ister of the gospel. Let us show a 
proper christian spirit, and a due regard 
for the immortal souls of the unfor- 
tunate whose crimes have sent them to 
the penitentiary. Mr. Warfield said the 
same who were now opposing this bill 
had been willing to pay five dollars a 
day for a chaplain to pray in this As- 
sembly, and yet the State Prison con- 
victs needed prayers almost as much as 
the members of this Assembly! The 
bill was passed and engrossed. 

Fes. 28—Senate. Partiesin San Fran- 
cisco petition to have the affairs of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company scru- 
tinized. The language of the petition 
is not calculated to impress one favora- 
bly. It negatively asserts that al- 
most all the company’s trust funds 
have been applied to fraudulent uses. 
A motion prevailed to refer the matter 
to a select committee. Senate Bill for 
the encouragement of silk eulture was 
ordered engrossed. 

Assembly. Joint Resolution request- 
ing Congress to aid the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, was adopted, Mr. West- 
moreland introduced a bill to encourage 
fhe production and manufacture of 
sugar from the sugar beet. Arrange- 
ments are now being made to induce 
the farmers in this valley to engage in 
this profitable business. It is the in- 
tention of the parties leading the enter- 
prise to have beef sugar machinery here 
in readiness for the crop of 1869.

The English Breeds of Sheep. 


The British farmer would not touch a 
Merino, nor does the American grazier 
seem to care for a Leicester or Cotswold 
sheep, if 1 am to judge from the absence 
or scarcity of the latter stock. 

Not undervaluing the Cotswold, a 
valuable sheep, I take the Leicester 
sheep on one hand and the Merino on 
the other. The American farmer is 
confident but the British breeder also 
thinks he knows a thing or two; the 
former looking on wool as the great de- 
sideratum, but the latter rackrented and 
heavily taxed, must not only have good 
wool crops but plenty of mutton and 

delicious lamb in the season, besides, to 
sell; and can’t afford to have old toothless 
ewes to go to the dogs and fit for nothing 
else. The breeder of Merinos who can 
fish out fools to pay him enormous prices 
for what he terms fine stock and see 
beauty where there is none, may do well 
enough, but the majority of holders of 
such jine stock dependjng alone on the 
trifle of wool raised on a small surface, 
grumble justly if they can’t get fifty 
cents per pound for it and clamour for 
protection with cause, as they must 
stand the inevitable depreciation of the 
flock by old age, &c., with an increase 
often counting but small, as the Merino 
has not even hardiness to recommend it. 

Ihave not learned that England, to 
produce her superior manufactures, has 
to import better classes of wool than the 
British Islands produce and it is my im- 
pression that the hogget fleece, or first 
clip of the yearling sheep or lamb, is 
sufficiently good for any purpose. This 
fleece on the Leicester sheep will com- 
monly weigh 12 or 14 pounds of well 
washed wool. Merchants there don’t 
in any case pay for dirt and grease, and 
over a good flock of some sheep an av- 
erage of 8 to 12 pounds of clean wool is 
obtained. I never saw a lot of Merinos 
whose fleece (clean) I would take at over 
6 or 7 pounds (more like 34 or 4 pounds. ) 
The pounds on a single ram of either 
kind is no criterion. 

Now as the Merino stands ‘‘Nil” as 
regards mutton, the English or Irish 
sheep will net 100 to 200 pounds of the 
most wholesome and palatable food, and 
is destined if the people of the country 
get over their Merino prejudices, to sup- 
plant the latter and I hope extin- 
guish in any decent society the use of 
the everlasting ‘‘hog,” (an animal which 
should never have entered into the con- 
sumption of the human family) and the 
fat lamb of eight or ten weeks old weigh- 
ing 8 or 10 pounds a quarter, has only 
to be known to be appreciated. The 
latter usually brings the price of full 
grown stock sheep and leaves the ewe 
to be fattened in time for market after- 
wards. Quick returns are the secret of 
money making. It is not profitable to 
keep sheep over three or four years.

London Horses.

Roadside Improvements. | 


Too often as we have travelled over the 
country this Summer, have we witnessed 
a fine house, good buildings and fences, 
but the roadside outside of the fence 
line containing more or less rubbish, 
evidently the gatherings and prunings 
of the garden and lawn trees.. Some- 
times the street or roadway is clear of 
this; but while the grass is clipped in- 
side the fence, the outside is left to grow 
long and rank, with more or less coarse 
weeds, presenting just that appearance 
to the man’s grounds, that the finding 
of a heap of dirt under the lounge would 
to the housewife, and giving him in our 
view ho claim to a better name than 
would be applied to such a housewife. 
Our horticultural readers should each 
and all strive to make the outward ap- 
pearance of their grounds clean, neat, 
and tasteful, first by keeping away all 
rubbish from the street, next by frequent 
mowing and destruction of weeds, and 
lastly by planting and caring for shade 
trees and flowering shrubs, giving them- 
selves pleasure, and attracting notice 


from every passer-by; and again, as an 
example to those of their neighbors, who 
not being readers or not having learned 
to move out of their original tracks, 
continue to make brush piles, keep hog- 
ens, and grow thistles, mullein, etc., 
in front of their houses.—The Horticul- 
turalist. 


Co-operative Farming. 


Co-operation having proved so suc- 
cessful in other departments of industry, 
it is not surprising that in Englaud it 
should have been tried in connection 
with farming. A society called the Ag- 
ricultural and Horticultural Association 
has been formed, and at a recent meet- 
ing of the society in Islington a report 
was read of a highly encouraging nature. 
The managing director stated that the 
society had so far accomplished every- 
thing which it had undertaken. The 
principle of their association is a limited 
share capital, by which all liabilities are 
limited to the amount of £1 per share. 
The members are to be supplied with 
the best description of implements, ma- 
nures, cattle food, seeds etc., at trade 
prices, without the intervention of 
agents’ profits; but, in addition to their 
securing good and unadulterated arti- 
cles, the whole of the profits, minus the 
small charge for working expenses, 
which did not average more than 4 per 
cent, will find their way into the pock- 
ets of their members. They will receive 
a dividend of seven and a half per cent 
on the capital and the profits upon their 
purchases, minus the working expenses, 
the amount returned in the average of 
existing co-operative associations being 
six-sevenths of the profits, At present 
the manufacturers allow a commission 
of something like twenty per cent to the 
agents who sold the goods, and in the 
event of the farmers availing themselves 
of the advantages of agricultural co- 
operation, the commission will be saved. 

At this meeting Mr. Thomas Hughes, 
who is a member of the society, spoke 
in favor of co-operation, and said that 
it enabled him to save from twelve to 
fifteen per cent in his household expen- 
ses. The amount of the capital invested 
in co-operative enterprises in England 
is £1, 046,310; the amount lent on de- 
posit, £113,023; the aggregate profit 
derived from such enterprises last year, 
£372,317; and the average return to the 
individual stockholder, thirty-six per 
cent.—Newark Sentinel.

The flax is drawn in between a drum, 
revolving horizontally, and a strong 
rope, and is held so tight that it is 
— up as the drum revolves, and 
opped as the drum and rope separate 
again. The writer assumes that the 
ae labor of pulling the flax by hand 
as been a chief obstacle to its cultiva- 
tion, and that this machine will make 
the cultivation much more feasible. 


Porarors.—F'armers are not usu- 
ally as careful as they should be in 
selecting their seed potatoes. Some 
grow different varieties all together and 


get all manner of crosses between them. 
Others who planted separately, store 
different varieties in the same bin, where 
they are hauled over for use and feed- 
ing till they are thoroughly mixed and 
it becomes difficult if not impossible to 
separate them perfectly if one wished to, 
and too often this is not attempted and 
they are planted as they come. A white 
meated potato is always better than a 
yellow one, and they can generally be 
distinguished. If potatoes get mixed 
they should be carefully sorted before 
planting.
